band that Southern Jews are 
Josing their fear of boycotts, re- 
ported elsewhere in this issue 
by POST publisher Gabriel M. 
Cohen. 

The widely known builder and 
Jewish leader said that he was 
not trying to be a prophet of 
doom and that he felt no dis- 
couragement, but that he be-

lieved that Jews should know 
the truth—so that they might 
work all the harder toward their 
goals.

The position of Jewish 
leaders in their home commun- 
itie..%s under severe challenge,” 
Klutznick said. “I can be very 
brave in Milwaukee, but it’s dif- 
ferent in cities like Montgomery, 
Ala. .They are going to need our 
streny.2h—the strength of broth- 
ers.”’

he said. The action was attrib- 
uted in part to the stand of na- 
tional Jewish organizations for 
civil rights in general, but 
school integration arguments 
turned out to be the trigger for 
boycotts and severe economic 
pressures, Klutznick emphasized, 
however, that he felt that Jew- 
ish organizations had made the 
right decisions, and would con- 
tinue to do so despite the prob-

Lilienthal Tour 


Bid to Screen Odt Zionists 


DETROIT, Mich. (NJP) — 
JEW:,; WITH the “proper” at- 
titude toward Zionism would 
have been permitted on a pro- 
posed air tour of the Arab coun- 
tries after careful screening, 
The POST and OPINION learned 
this week, 

The 52-day high-priced tour 
was to be conducted by Alfred 
Lilienthal, anti- Zionist author 
and lecturer, but it was aband- 
oned this week because there 
was “insufficient response.” 

Lilienthal planned to take the 
tour—to cost $3,850—to Egypt, 
Saudi Arabia, Lebanon, Syria, 
Jordan and Iraq. Israel would 
have been by-passed, “in view 
of my relationship with Israel,” 
and the “sensitivity of the Arab 
, nations,” Lilienthal said. 

NEWS OF the tour leaked 
out to the Jewish community 
when a “flyer” from TWA Air- 
lines arrived in the office of a 
Detroit Jewish travel agent some 
six weeks ago.

NEW YORK (NJP) — While 
the Presidents’ Club of national 
Jewish organizations continues 
to investigate the withdrawal of 
companies from trading with 
Israel because of Arab pressures, 
people in this country — often 
Jewish people — remain naively 
uninformed and often become 
party to the very pressure 
against Israel. 

The American Express Com- 
pany, which pulled out of Israel 
in 1956 claiming to be losing 
money, is now running a tour 
to Israel with a rabbi as the 
tour leader. Investigations go- 
ing on since the pull-out indicate 
that the American Express de- 
cision was a yield to Arab boy- 
cott pressure, 


Car Rental Plan 


Dropped Abruptly 
ANOTHER indication is the 
negotiations between the Hertz 


Tours of Israel. Under the 
planned agreement, which has 
proceeded far beyond the plan- 
ning stages, the two firms were 
to launch a car rental network 
in Israel to cater to the over- 
whelming 10th anniversary tour- 
ist season and to continue oper- 
ations afterwards. 

The Israel government had al- 
ready given permission to im- 
port the cars without the usual 
red tape. Negotiations were 
suspended without excuse almost 
simultaneously with a new 
agreement between Hertz and 
American Express whereby the 
two formed the Hertz American 
Express international to deal 
with all car rental business out- 
side the United States. 

Charles Greenbaum of the 
Hertz Co. told The POST and 
OPINION he was_ unfamiliar 
with any American Express 
yielding to Arab pressures, or 
its withdrawal from Israel. 
Greenbaum, who is active in 
Jewish organizational activity, 
informed The POST and OPIN- 
ION that the suspension of nego- 
tiations with Kopel tours was 
not caused by the Hertz Amer- 
ican Express venture.

No Recommendations, 
Censures Indicated 

It has been learned authorita- 
tively that the Presidents’ Club 
may finally release its fact find- 
ing report on Arab boycott pres- 
sure in a few weeks. It is ex- 
pected that the report will con- 
tain neither condemnations nor 
recommendations with regard to 
those American firms yielding 
to Arab pressure vis-a-vis Israel, 
but will leave the course to 
take up individual persons and 
organizations. 

Ironically, and perhaps also 
due to the lack of public in- 
formation on the subject, some 
of the few reactions to the Arab 
pressure that did take place was 
erroneously directed at the 
American Tobacco Company — 
manufacturers of Lucky Strike 
and Pall Mall cigarettes in the 
United States — who are unre- 
lated to the entire matter. 

BECAUSE THE trade name of 
these two brands is owned by 
the British American Tobacco 
Company for overseas — includ- 
ing Israel (to whom that com- 
pany has refused to sell since 
1956 because of Arab pressures) 
and by American Tobacco Co.— 
in the U. S., many Jewish lead- 
ers have poured their indigna- 
tion onto the American Tobacco 
Company. 


Check Inconclusive 
ADDITIONAL investigation of 
the information that led to an 
editorial in The National Jew- 
ish POST and OPINION (Jan,

Tobacco manufactured the Lucky 
Strike and Pall Mall cigarettes, 
that British American sold over- 
seas, and the Paul Hahn, who is 
Jewish, owned .a_ considerable 
share of British American, found 
the original information incon- 
clusive.

Records 
of BAT depository receipts or 
stock holders are not available 
here and may not be available 
for public inspection in England 
as well. 


Reaction Sporadic 

Reaction to the Arab pres- 
sure remains sporadic and inac- 
tive. A significant measure was 
taken by the Manhattan division 
of Hadassah, which in the past 
has distributed Viceroy cigar- 
ettes on its banquet and Junch- 
eon tables. It has now switched 
to another brand. 

Viceroy has undertaken an ex- 
tensive advertising campaign in 
United States Anglo-Jewish news- 
papers. 

Earlier investigations indicate 
that while some stores displayed 
a New York Post article, which 
reported the Brown and William- 
son boycott of Israel, no signifi- 
cant drop in sales was reported 
by cigarette distributors of the

Molinas, one- 
time Columbia 
university bas- 
ketball All- 
American, has 
found that the 
rubber -en- 
closed bag of 

Vass wind custom- 
arily employed in dribble-bail 
will pass far more easily through 
the spacious aperture designed 
for it than will the slightest re- 
mission of a youthful sin. 

Jack, presently employed by 
the Williamsport Billies of the 
Eastern Professional league, was 
suspended from the National 
Basketball association four years 
ago for betting on the St. Wayne 
Pistons for whom he played. 

President Maurice Podoloff of 
the NBA suspended Molinas in- 
definitely. In Podoloc’s book in- 
definitely might be synonomous 
with eternally because no indi- 
cation has been forthcoming 
when and if—if ever—Molinas’ 
suspension will be lifted. 








JACK, a basketball player of 
more than ordinary skill as in- 
dicated by his 32-points-per-game 
average with Williamsport, un- 


derstandably has been growing 
restive of late. 

He has applied formally to the 
NBA for reinstatement and a 
chance to perform again in the 
major league of basketball. 

It isn’t a question of money. 

“Td play for anything they 
want to pay. I'd play for nothing. 
I’d sign a blank contract just to 
get back, he says. 

He cites his admission to the 
practice of law in New York state 
as an indication that his char- 
acter has been cleared by an un- 
usually discriminating section of 
society. He argues that if he’s fit 
to be a lawyer, he’s fit to play 
basketball. 


“PEOPLE COMMIT far more 
series crimes, including murder, 
and they don’t get life. As it is 
with me now, I’m under a life 
sentence from playing  basket- 
ball and I’m only 25, the prime 
of life.” 

Molinas is not arguing that he 
did no wrong when he made 10 
bets on St. Wayne to win which 
netted him $400 during the 1953 
season. But he feels that his 
penance has been long and ardu- 
ous enough. 

“T appreciate the gravity of my 
act and the ramifications of it. 
I never tried to deny I was bet- 
ting on games and even Mr. 
Podoloff said he was leaving the 
door open for me some day when 
I was indefinitely suspended in- 
stead of being banished.”

ity to play the game. 


“I CAN SIT back and think 
that when I-was with Ft. Wayne 
George Yardley was my sub and 
now he’s the leading scorer in 
the league. I can think of how 
I’m averaging 32 points a game 
with Williamsport. I know that 
if they’d let me I could move into 


the NBA and help out some 
team.” 


Jack Molinas has built up a 
good case for his re-admission 
into the playing ranks of the 
NBA. Undoubtedly he has paid 
the penalty for his youthful error 
and enough time has passed now 
so that his re-instatement should 
be considered by Podoloff. 


It is incontrovertible that pro. 
fessional sports cannot be too 
careful in protecting the public’s 
trust in the validity of the com- 
petitive spirit which is its raison 
d’etre. Any suspicion cast upon 
the sincerity or honesty of the 
players in striving“ for victory 
could be fatal, or nearly so as 
baseball discovered in the Black 
Sox scandal of 1919. 


But Jack Molinas’ sin was not 
in attempting to throw games 
or to affect their outcome. He bet 
on his own team to win.* 

He has paid for his mistake,

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I subscribe to your newspaper, 

and your column is always of great interest to me. I 
would appreciate it if you would be so kind as to advise me, 
if possible, the origin and meaning of my family name, which 
is Blaugrund. I came to the United States 35 years ago from 
Czechoslovakia. The part of the country where I was born 
was at that time the northern part of Hungary, county of 
Zemplen, which after World War I, as you know, was made 
a part of Czechoslovakia. Thank you very kindly for your 
attention._SIGMUND H. BLAUGRUND, Albuquerque, N. M. 


BLAUGRUND, a German translation of the English Blue 

Ground refers to the blue rock in South Africa in 
which diamonds are found. But this, of course, has no 
connection with your family name. Your name is a short- 
ened version of the German Blaugrundel, a small bony 
fish which in English is known as the Blue Goby. Most 
fish names on the Jewish roster are connected with the 
Hebrew name Ephraim whose blessing consisted of fertility. 
Because the fish is also emblematic of fertility, Jewish 
boys named Ephraim usually received the by-name of 
Fish or Fishel. The by-name later became a family name, 
except that the fish sometimes was modified into what was 
a local favorite dish. Thus some Ephraims called them- 
selves Karp, others Hecht (pike), still others Forell (trout). 
In your case it was the blue goby which in spite of its 
boniness is considered a tasteful fish.

San Quentin Librarian 


He Took 





SAN QUENTIN, Cal. (NJP)— 
THE STATE prison’s library 
here is no longer a “criminal” 
operation, thanks to Herman K. 
Spector. : 

Spector, the _ prison’s first 
civilian professional librarian, 
follows in the footsteps of Dick 
Fellows, noted highwayman of 
the 1870’s and other inmates who 
acted a&$ prison librarians. Spec- 
tor, of course, is not a criminal, 
and is an “inmate” only during 
his working hours, 

He notes that he, in fact, had 
to take a civil service interview 
to get into San Quentin. Fel- 
lows, his early-day predecessor, 
got in “the hard way,” but wound 
up giving long moral speeches to 
other convicts and eventually be- 
came a teacher in the Folsom 
Prison department of moral in- 
struction. He claimed to have 
been a Harvard man. 

SPECTOR SAYS he is only a 
“meager Columbia graduate.” He 
is recognized, however, as one 
of the outstanding librarians in 
the nation. Although San Quen- 
tin has had a library since 1852, 
Spector is its first professional 
librarian. 

In his 11 years as chief librar- 
ian Spector has turned the 
prison’s library from a hit-and- 
miss chaplain’s hobby to a 
trained operation aimed at meet- 
ing the rehabilitation needs of 
San Quentin’s inmates. 

Of some 4,250 inmates in 1957, 
the average number of Jewish 
prisoners was 41, Spector noted. 

The prison library provides a 
selection of “thousands” of Jew. 
ish books, magazines, news- 
papers ang pamphlets donated by 
friends of the institution, Spector 
told The POST and OPINION. 

THE LIBRARY itself has pur- 
chased more than 80 Jewish 
books (including the Jewish en- 
cyclopedia) and about two dozea 
Jewish records. The _ library’s 
Jewish chaplain, Rabbi Iser 
Freund, has “regular budgeted 
funds for the purchase of study 
books, professional texts, prayer 
books, hymnals, Bibles and spe- 
cial religious items,” he said. 
Spector stressed however that 
men’s interest in books did not 
follow religious or ethnic lines 
“Men use and read books primar- 
ily, we believe, because of their 
interest or particular need; and 
secondly, perhaps, because of any 
religious affiliation, he told The 
POST and OPINION. 

Spector told The POST and 
OPINION that “Jewish books” 
—whether books written by Jew- 
ish authors, or books dealing 
with Jewish problems are used 
by all manner of men. 

Very few Yiddish books are in 
the San Quentin library, pri- 
marily because there have been 
no request for them, Sepctor 
said.

prisoners, Spector said he didn’t 
think he had any calculable index 
to a trend in any direction. 

“We have made pilot studies 
of the reading interests and in- 
tensities of some of our Negro, 
Mexican and general ‘white’ pop- 
ulations, on a comparative basis,” 
Spector said, “We found very lit- 
tle significant of a qualitative or 
quantitative nature to really al- 
low or explain their respective 


identifications.” 
San Quentin’s men were in 
desperate need of a skillfully 


managed library before Spector 
came. In the first two years that 
he was at the institulion, users 
of his library increased from 489 
to 3,226. 

THE AVERAGE San Quentin 
reader borrows 100 books a year 
from the library, which now 
numbers about 25,000 volumes. 
Five thousand of these were 
ordered in the first two years 
that Spector was librarian at 
San Quentin. 

Spector, who was chief librar- 
ian of the department of cor- 
rection of New York City from 
1937-1946, keeps close to the men 
he serves through frequent lec- 
tures to San Quentinites cn how 
to take fullest advantage of the 
library’s services. He also leads 
a greatebook discussion group 
every other Wednesday night.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (NJP) 
—A soft-spoken rabbi from the 
deep South who has spoken out 
vigorously for Negro rights this 
week told a Jewish audience here 
that although the Jewish people 
of the South are “pretty fright- 
ened,” they aren’t so jittery as 
they used to be. 

Reform Rabbi Charles Mantin- 
band of Hattiesburg, Miss., who 
hinsself pleads for time for the 
South to adjust itself to the new 
conditions, asked for understand- 
ing for the position of the Jews 
of the South. 

The Southern Jew still prefers 
to take things slowly. He doesn’t 
want to be conspicuous. But the 
Jewish veople of the South, a 
term Rabbi Mantinband used 
over and over again, are losing 
their fear of boycotts. 


EVEN THE Jews who have 
joined the White Citizen’s coun- 
cils, which oppose integration 
bitterly, did not earn Rabbi Man- 
tizibands severe condemnation. 
He saiq that in a democracy a 
person had a right to join any 
organization as long as it did not 
disturb the peace. 


Near the end of his talk, how- 
ever, he did condemn them, 
although in his mild-mannered 
way. 

“Some of our people have 
sought to be all things to all 
people, and are going along with 
the majority, and even have 
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joined the White Citizens coun- 
cils.” 

The rabbi declared that the 
Jews of the South were going to 
have to take sides soon. He urged 
the moderate approach, 
Jews taking the position that 
they stand for human dignity 
and the rights of all, He said this 
approach will help others to 
begin thinking the same way. 
How Temple Board 
Tried to Stifle Rabbi 

HOW THE board of his con- 
gregation sought to stifle his 
freedom of speech and kow he 
convinced them they were in er- 
ror formed one of the high- 
lights of the talk. : 

Rabbi Mantinband, whose will- 
ingness to take a stand on the 
Negro issue had won him the 
presidency of the - Mississippi 
Council on Human Relations, a 
group dedicated to _ peaceful 
progress on the matter of school 
integration, had defended the 
NAACP. 

The talk earned Rabbi Mantin- 
band headlines in almost every 
Southern newspaper, not to men- 
tion newspapers in the North and 
the front page of the New York 
Times. Montgomery was at that 
time in the throes of the peace- 
ful boycott launched by Rev. 
Martin Luther King and_ his 
backers. 

Returning to Hattiesburg, 
Rabbi Mantinband was_ con- 
fronted by the streamer on the 
front page of his local daily 
paper, shouting: “Local Rabbi 
Says Race Relations Stink.” In 
his talk, Rabbi Mantinband had 
used a quotation from Shake- 
speare to the effect that some- 
thing smelled to high heaven. 

The uproar in his community 
was not readily quieted down. 

THE BOARD of his congrega- 
tion appointed a five-man delega- 
tion to eall on him. 

Their first request was that he 
stop talking about the subject 
of integration. 

He replied that he’d be glad to 
comply. Asked when, he replied 
“the day I die.” 

He then asked the delegation 
of whom he said were his close 
friends, why they would expect 
him to stop talking about the 
subject when they or the news- 
papers were not stopping talk- 
ing about it. 

THE NEXT request was that 
he refuse to address any more 
Negro groups. 

The rabbi was in a conciliatory 
mood. He agreed. But he told the

Miller 
for ‘poor Southern Jews,” said 
Alexander Miller in an exclusive 


interview. Miller, formerly of 
Atlanta, is national director of 
the Community Services Division 
of ADL and was here as a key- 
noter for the fourth annual meet- 
ing of the Southeastern Regional 
Board of ADL. 


“IT IS TIME to call a halt to 
the ‘crying,’” Miller added. 
“Southern Jews have come 
through tensions admirably, 
though beset by fears, though 
no more than other people in 
the South who want social jus- 
tice for all groups achieved and 
who find themselves caught in 
the same situation,” 

Miller said that if “you can 
remove violence and _ establish 
law and order in a community, 
other problems can be settled 
without anarchy. This — the 
establishment of order—is basi- 
cally a police problem.” 


IN THUS UNDERSCORING 
one of ADL’s approaches to prob- 
lems emerging from potentially 
violent situations, Miller made 
clear his position. 

“The role of a national organ- 
ization or person in my position 
is to be a little ahead of the 
group but never so far ahead as 
to lose contact with it. Just 
don’t fly locally in the face of 
local community feeling. I be- 
lieve a great deal in local au- 
tonomy but, as an organization, 
we must fix objectives. 


“J APPRECIATE the wisdom 
of almost all Southern Jews 
who realize that they are tied 
to (their) national organizations 
and (that) their communities 
can no more secede in 1958 than 
the Southern states could do 
100 years ago.” 

Miller, firmly arguing that “the 
greatest thing the Jew in the 
South has to fear is fear itself,” 
also noted an area in which false 

optimism might be born. 

“THE WHITE CITIZENS 
COUNCILS today are smaller in 
numbers than years ago and the 
Ku Klux Klan is a fragmented 
movement. But,” he warned, “no 
one should be heartened by the 
fact that the Klan or the Coun- 
cils have lost membership. 

“It takes only a few individuals 
to step into a problem; they can 
catalyze emotions of a crowd 
and change it into an ugly 
mob,” just as (John) Kaspar

—“THE GREATEST DANGER” in 


crises facing the South and the nation, “is that we’re having 
a government of men and not a government of laws.”

Tension Still High, But 
Klan, Citizens’ Groups 
Are Losing Members 








ATLANTA, Ga. (NJP)—THE 
DROP IN MEMBERSHIP in the 
White Citizens Councils and in 
the Ku Klux Klan is no sign 
that tensions are easing in the 
South—but the Federal govern- 
ment will intervene whenever 
terrorists cause law and order 
to break down. 

These beliefs were sounded 
here by Alexander F. Miller, na- 
tional director of the Community 
Service Division of the Anti- 
Defamation League, as he ad- 
dressed a special dinner which 
precluded the fourth annual meet- 
ing of the Southeastern Regional 
Board of the ADL here. 

“Two conditions must always 
be present before a group of 
citizens turn into a_ howling 
mob,” he said. “One, a seething 
sense of outrage, usually whip- 
ped up by impassioned agitation. 
Because of this reason, we can 
gather little comfort from the 
fact that there may be a diminu- 
tion of membership in the Ku 
Klux Klan or White Citizens 
Councils. 

“All it needs is a small group 
who themselves need have little 
community status or standing 
to act as the catalyst in a ten- 
sion situation and turn a curious 
crowd into an ugly weapon of 
destruction. 

“Two, a feeling that the auth- 
ority of the law will tolerate or 
at least wink at mob excesses.” 

Miller went on to describe the

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PLAN TO AVERT 
OFFERED BY TEX. 


DALLAS, Tex (NJP)—A plan 
of action to avoid ugly inter- 
racial incidents has been devised 
here by police chief Carl Hann- 
son. 

The plan, to be released soon 
in a pamphlet published by the 
Anti - Defamation League of 
B’nai Brith, offers eight tacti- 
cal points for successfully deal- 
ing with violence: 

1, Immediate recognition by 
the police of an unusual 
and dangerous situation 
and a quick report to 
headquarters, 

2. Speedy mobilization of the 
police force. 

3. Rapid, effective steps, 
planned in advance, to 
prevent curiosity seekers 
or potential rioters from 
entering the area. 

4. Special precaution against 
the excessive use of force 
and insistence on diplo- 
matic and impersonal ac- 
tion on the part of the po- 
lice officers. 

5. Large reinforcements held 
in reserve but quickly 
available if needed. 

6. Co-operation of neighbor- 
hood leaders enlisted, both 
to plan strategy and to 
appeal directly to rioters. 

7. Utilization of civilians as 
police auxiliaries. 

8. Personal appeals to the 
rioters from high civilian 
officials, 

This is the basic procedure for 
avoiding shows of mob violence, 
said Miller: 

1, Allow no more than three 

persons to congregate 
within a mile of the

school or house which is 
the focus of activity or 
crisis. 

2. During the time that ten- 
sion exists, let the police 
enforce the simple rule of 
‘keep ’em moving.’ Allow 
no crowd to gather on any 
public property within the 
city limits without a 
proper permit. 

3. Prevent parades or cara- 
vans from using public 
thoroughfares without a 
permit. 

Miller noted, too, that the in- 
dividual has a responsibility in 
heading off tension-packed situ- 
ations. 


citizens when violence occurs in 
a community.

“It would be a mistake for 
them to try to do combat with 
the members of the mob. This 
is the road to vigilantism, a way 
an undesirable as mob violence.” 
Miller maintained that the 
Lumbee Indians, at Maxton, 
N. C., took action that “was a 
violation of law and order and 
an invasion of the rights of 
freedom of speech and the free- 
dom of assembly” when they 
fought with the KKK recently. 
“There were 20 state troopers 
of North Carolina present at 
the Klan rally and if the Klans- 
men were violating any state or 
local ordinances, it was the re- 
sponsibility of these troopers to 
disperse the crowd and take the

Alabama Governor Candidate 


In Anti-Semitic 


ATLANTA, Ga. (NJP) — THE 
ANTI-SEMITIC accusations of 
a candidate in Alabama’s current 
race for governor caused, con- 
siderable concern at the fourth 
annual meeting here of the 
Southern Regional Board of the 
Anti-Defamation League. 

But no action was taken on the 
matter except the board’s ex- 
pressed feeling that the abusive 
language of John Crommelin, the 
gubernatorial candidate, empha- 
sized a matter that wouid have 
to be dealt with by Alabamans 
on their home ground. 

“This is an Alabama problem 
and will have to be taken care 
of in Alabama by the pcople of 
Alabama,” said Arthur J. Levin, 
Southeastern ADL director. 
“They must give the people the 
facts and tell them how to us? 
them and then rely on the good 
sense of these people to reject 
what is undemocratic.” 

COMMELIN WAS quoted dur- 
ing a forum of gubernatorial 





candidates as saying that “the

satanic plot to mix the blood .of 
the white Christian people of 
the South with Negroes is direc- 
ted and financed by the Com- 
munist-Jewish conspiracy, 

“The ultimate objective,” Crom- 
melin declared in Birmingham, 
“of the Communist-Jewish con- 
spirators is to use their world- 
wide control of money to destroy 
Christianity and set up a world 
government fn the framework of

But if we 
don’t counteract the action of 
each one, however minor, we 
may miss the one who would be- 
come a Hitler.” 
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Rabbi Assails 
TV, Radio for 
Negro Slurs 


JACKSON, Miss. (NJP) — A 
SOUTHERN Reform rabbi as- 
sailed his local television station 
and a “certain local columnist’ 
for denouncing brotherhood week 
programs, 

We Jews, declared Rabbi Perry 
E. Nussbaum of Beth Israel Con- 
gregation, “have not surrendered 
our Judaism” to racial bias. 

Writing in his Temple bulletin 
on race relations Sunday and 
brotherhood week, the rabbi said 
he could not understand a de- 
nunciation over local television 
“of several Protestant text books 
. because some of the illustra- 
tions show children of different 
races gathered around their 
Christ.” 
He also attacked the local col- 
umnist for terming brotherhood 
week materials “propaganda 
aimed at promoting integration 
of the races under the guise of 
Christianity.” 
RABBI NUUSBAUM declared 
he diq not “presume to tell 
Christians what to believe. But 
“we Jews have not surrendered 
our Judaism,” he _ said. He 
sharply criticized people of his 
locality who fail to distinguish 
between “brotherhood” and “re- 
ligious subversion.” 
“We emphatically affirm: We 
are for brotherhood or, if you 
will, America,” he added. 
Rabbi Nussbaum quoted a con- 
demnation of racial bias from “A 
Message for Race Relations Sab- 
bath 1958” issued by the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis. 
WRITTEN BY Rabbi Julian 
Feibelman of Temple Sinai in 
New Orleans, the message con- 
demned “those who distort and 
desecrate religious teachings and 
by misinterpretation would 
shamelessly misdirect it.” 





1,430 MIGRATE TO ISRAEL 
JERUSALEM — One thousand 
four hundred thirty migrants 
came to Israel during January, 
the Jewish Agency reported. 
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delegation that he would also 
have to stop talXing to white 
groups too.

Scores Attitude 


While asking for understand- 
ing of the position of the Jews 
of the South, Rabbi Mantinband 
said he didn’t have too much re- 
spect for the North or their at- 
titude towards the Negro. He 
urged them not to feel superior 
and pointed out that it is easy 
to be liberal one thousand miles 
away from the scene of the bat- 
tle. 


RABBI MANTINBAND took a 
hopeful view of the outcome of 
the fight to give equality to the 
Negro. He said that eventually 
they would be accorded all their 
rights and _ responsibilities. He 
pointeg to many people in the 
South who were beginning to 
understand that the Negro was 
making just demands. 

As for the Little Rock situa- 
tion, Rabbi Mantiband felt that 
sending troops was a poor solu- 
tion. He said that using 1000 
troops to protect eight Negro 
children was not the answer. He 
said that the people of Little 
Rock were still excited over the 
situation.

been called to a meeting in 
Washington by the National Con. 
ference of Christians and Jews 
who want guidance on whether 
to include in their program, race 
relations between white and 
Negro, in addition to the present 
activities in the field of relations 
between the various religious de- 
nominatio-is. 

HE SAID THAT altbough this 
was strongly recommended, the 
NCCJ had still not acted. 

He said these same Southern 
leaders also urged vigorously 
that the President convene a 
meeting of top people in the 
South at the White House to 
urge peaceful progress in put- 
ting into effect the Supreme 
Court decision on integration in 
the schools. This too he said was 
rejected for fears that the Ad- 
ministration’s fiscal or economie 
plans might be wrecked in Con- 
gress by angry Southerners. 

Rabbi Mantinband praised 
Harry Golden, editor of The 
Carolina Israelite, for attacking 
the evil of bigotry on the level 
which while not intellectual was 
most effective because it cerided 
the position of those who op- 
posed civil liberties for the 
Negro. 








ALIYA NO CURE-ALL

DELICIOUS ISRAEL CHEESES 


By SARAH LIEBER 


The origins of the art of 
cheese making are lost in an- 
tiquity. But authorities feel that 
cheeses were made and eaten 
during Biblical times. The ancient 
Hebrews were shepherds, and to 

. them the mak- 

ing of sheep’s 
milk cheese 
must have 
been well 
known. Today 
that old art is 
being modern- 
ized in Israel 
and promises 
§ to become an 
important _ in-

dustry. I have recently been for- 
tunate enough to sampie three 
delicious cheeses from Israel. All 


are kosher, and all are made 
from sheep milk, They are truly 
of gourmet quality. 


I AM TOLD that the sheep 
raised in the hills of Galilee give 
milk only from February to 
June. It is only during this short 
period that these cheeses can be 
produced. Two of the varieties 
are ripened, while the third is a 
“young” cheese. It is called 
“feta” and is very similar to the 
middle European cheese called 
“brunza alba.” It is the kind 
used in the preparation of ma- 
maliga. Of course, it may be used 
in many other ways as well. The 
closest we have to feta in this 
country is farmer’s: cheese 
though the feta is more flavor- 
some, and contains more salt. 


There is a most unusual variety 
called “Gilead,” a mild, nut-like 
yellow cheese useful as it is or in 
cooking. It is somewhat 1eminis- 
cent of a Swiss Gruyere, though 
it is not processed. It is a nat- 
‘ural cheese needing four to five

months for ripening. It would be 
excellent with fruits for a sophis- 
ticated continental dessert. Good 
with wine or coffee, too. 

For the first time to my knowl- 
edge, there is now a kosher blue 
type cheese. This is the “Galil,” 
semi-soft and streaked with the 
characteristic bluish _ green. 
Served as it is (on pumper- 
nickel or crackers) or mashed 
with cream cheese, it lends itself 
to many excellent recipes. 

These three Israeli cheeses are 
recent comers to our cvuntry. 
You may not find them in all 
stores as yet. But if your grocer 
or you would like information 
as to their purchase, I suggest 
that you write to me at our New 
York office, 110 W. 40th St., New 
York 18, N. Y. If you will mark 
the envelope “Cheese,” it will in- 
sure quicker response.

WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP) 
— Israel’s remarkable program 
of technical aid and assistance 
to under-developed African and 
Asian countries is paying off in 
mutually beneficial trade agree- 
ments and, even more import- 
antly, in close and firm bonds 
of friendship and respect that 
neither Arab threats or attempts 
at economic boycott have been 
able to break. 





On Feb. 27, Israel’s foreign 


minister, Golda Meir, is sched- 
uled to begin a tour of several 
African countries in order to 
present the latest draft of Is- 
rael’s aid program, offering the 
services of Israeli experts in 
health, public utilities, trade un- 
ion activities and co-operative 
economic ventures both in agri- 
culture and industry. Mrs. Meir 
will emphasize that Israel’s ex- 
perts will be recalled at any 
time that the government as- 
sisted no longer feels a need 
for their services.

tries. However, to date, th 
governments of Ceylon, oo ay 
Burma, Ghana, Nigeria, Liberia 
—all of whom have received 
technical aid and assistance from 
Israel — have resisted, and in 
some instances, protested and 
defied all Arab efforts to pre- 
vent recognition of and negotia~ 
tion with Israel. 

A notable evidence of this 
was the stand taken by the dele- 
gates from Ghana and Nigeria 
against the anti-Israel resolu- 
tion proposed by the Arab bloc 
at the Afro-Asian Peoples “soli- 
darity conference” in Cairo, 
which declared Israel to be “an 
imperialistic base threatening 
the security and progress of the 
Middle East.” 

Ghana and Nigeria already 
have received assistance which 
gave the lie to any charge that 
Israel is a threat to either their 
security or progress. . Early suc- 
cess with the Black Star ship- 
ping venture in which Ghana 
and Israel are joined has en- 
couraged plans for extending 
this with another ship which 
will trade with the ~ United 
States. 


AND CHARGES that Israel 
has imperialistic designs by fos- 
tering such a venture are ludi- 
crous in face of the fact that, 
if Ghana desires, after five 
years, the Black Star will re- 
vert to exclusive ownership by 
Ghana. The government of 
Ghana has ignored all attempts 
by the Arab League political 
committee to discourage her 
friendly relations with Israel 
and made clear to the executive 
secretary of the league that 
Arab states have no right to 
interfere with Ghana’s relations 
with any state and Ghana in- 
tends to maintain her good rela- 
tions with Israel 


Histadrut Influences 


Ghana Unions 


EVIDENCE of Israel influence 
in Ghana particularly disturb- 
ing to the Arabs is that Ghana 
trade unions have abandoned the 
British structure of labor un- 
ions in favor of the Histadrut 
pattern and now desire Hista- 
drut construction from Solel Bbd- 
neh to work with Ghana con- 
struction efforts, possibly with 
the full co-operation of Ghana 
trade unions. Also, Ghana is 
anticipating the imminent ar- 
rival of 100 Israel water and 
electrical experts to improve 
services in these flelds in this 
new African nation. Right now, 
one of Israel’s outstanding com-

munal farm experts is in Ghana 
working with Ghanese in the 
parched northern territories. 

Road engineers are scheduled 
to arrive from Israel in addi- 
tion to Israel geologists who 
will explore the great mineral 
potentials, Israel is giving 
scholarships to Hebrew Univer- 
sity to Ghana students. 

After a five-day tour of Is- 
rael, the Nigerian minister of 
development remarked: “Israel 
is in a position to make an im- 
portant contribution. to the de- 
velopment of Nigeria and imple- 
mentation of her five-year plan.” 
He suggested that an Israel 
labor delegation go to Nigeria 
to “establish close co-operation” 
in the field of industrial develop- 
ment. 

In Liberia, Israel construction 
firms were able to _ succeed, 
where two important German 
firms failed, in completing a 
large government contract. 


U Nu Stood Up 
To Arab Threats 


ISRAEL’S diplomatic relations 
with Burma were established 
against violent Arab _ interfer- 
ence. At one time when U Nu, 
premier of Burma, announced 
his intention of a visit to the 
Middle East, he was told by 
Egypt that if he went to Israel, 
he would not be welcome in 
Egypt. Premier U Nu chose to 
go only to Israel. 

Similar attempts more recent- 
ly by Egypt to prevent Ceylon 
from establishing diplomatic ties 
with Israel also failed. And the 
premier of Malaya responded to 
Moslem pressures intended to 
prevent Malayan diplomatic rec- 
ognition of Israel by saying: 
“That is too much to ask of this 
government. Israel was one of 
the countries that voted for our 
admission to the United Nations, 
and it would be extreme in- 
gratitude not to recognize them.” 

FRANCIS OFNER of the Lon- 
don Observer News _ Service 
termed Israel’s program of 
technical assistance “a midget 
point-four program,” It might 
better be termed “a _ miracle 
point-four program” since it is 
a living and working reality de- 
spite the fact that Israel’s first 
decade has been marked by the 
constant military threat of be- 
ing surrounded with openly hos- 
tile neighbors, harmful economie 
boycott, an over-taxed economy 
further strained by a vast in- 
flux of immigration ... ob- 
stacles which in a less stubborn 
people might have resulted in 
an end to sovereignty or, at 
least, have prevented any not- 
able progress. However, in spite 
of these obstacles, Israel and 
her people continue to grow, 
progress, and develop and can 
aid others less progressive and 
developed and thus answer af- 
firmatively before all the world 
the ancient question: “Am I 
my brother’s keeper?”

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NY Repeal 
Of ‘Blue Law’ 
Seen Hopeful 


By ALAN KOHN 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Prospects 
for passage of a law allowing 
Jewish businessmen to remain 
open on Sunday in New York 
City appeared hopeful this week, 
following announcement that Re- 
publican state legislative leaders 
would give “sympathetic” recep- 
tion to such a proposal. 


THE ISSUE is now squarely 
in the hands of New York Mayor 
Robert Wagner and the city 
council, which would have to ap- 
prove a home rule message re- 
questing the legislature to act. 
Interested parties have united 
behind a bill prepared by a 
Bronx Jewish assemblyman. 

For the first time Orthodox, 
Conservative and Reform Jewish 
leaders are behind the bill. In 
the past 30 years, the bill has 
gathered dust in state legisla- 
tive committees due’ to Repub- 
lican opposition and the fa#t that 
Jewish groups could not unite 
on a single bill. 


The proposed measure would | 


amend New York’s charter to 
permit the city council to adopt 
a local law to authorize the con- 
duct of business on Sunday by 
those who observe some day 
other than Sunday as the day of 
rest. 

Republican leaders of the State 
Senate and Assembly and 
State’s Jewish attorney-general, 
Louis Lefkowitz, met with sup- 
porters of the bill for 45 min- 
utes this week in Albany. They 
told those at the meeting that 
the bill would be reported out of 
committee if Mayor Wagner re- 
quests it.

Religious Parties, Leftists Say 


TEL AVIV (NJP)—GOD IS A 
prisoner of Israeli religious par- 
ties, charged a well-known Is- 
raeli writer, Izhak Ziv-Av, at a 
public discussion here. 

He declaréd that the politiciza- 
tion of religion is preventing 
many Israelis “from finding their 
way back to true Judaism.” 

MRS. RUTH HEKTIN, Ahdut 
Avoda member of the Knessef, 
proclaimed that “it is impossible 
to understand why the over- 
whelming majority of Israelis, 
who are non-religious, are com- 
pelled to carry out the desire of 
the religious groups whose lead- 
ers dream of bringing us back 
to ancient times.” 

“THE RELIGIOUS groups have 
nothing to do in Israel where 


the danger of assimilation does 
not exist. They should be active 
in the diaspora only,” declared 
another leader, Dr. Nir. 

Mizrachi leader and Knesset 
member I. Gruenberg defended 
the religious party cause by 
answering that “only our religion 
can ensure the unity and the con- 
tinued existence of the Jewish 
people.”

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CONVERTING NON-JEWS 


ALL OF *A SUDDEN the idea of proselytizing non- 
Jews seems to have gained new advocates in the Jewish 


community. 

Rabbi Ira Eisenstein declared recently (NJP, Jan. 10) 
that winning a few important figures in the non-Jewish 
world to Judaism would serve as a stimulant to Jews 
everywhere. 

Now Rabbi Robert Gordis suggests an attempt to con- 
vert the Japanese to Judaism. The POST and OPINION 
reported several years ago of the eagerness of a number 
of Japanese to learn more about Judaism. 

The Central Conference of American Rabbis (Reform) 
at its annual convention a few yearg ago heard an exhaus- 
tive report on the possibility of converting non-Jews by 
Rabbi David Eichhorn. 


RABBI EICHHORN has been an aggressive promoter 
of the idea that non-Jews can be won over to Judaism, 
and of the good effects of such successful efforts on the 
morale of American and world Jewry. 

In fact, there are gcod arguments on both sides of the 
question of whether Jews, who have not proselytized for 
1,500 years, should now begin to actively seek converts. 

Those who have poo-poched the idea take the posi- 
tion that Judaism as it is practiced in America today needs 
all the attention it can get from those who want to assure 
its survival, and that undertaking a project like converting 
non-Jews while the Jewish house ‘was not in perfect order 
was incredible. 

This argument is not as sound as it seems. If the 
Christians had waited until all their adherents were per- 
fect Christians, they would not have expanded into every 
nook and cranny of the glabe. 

Yet embarking on a bold missionizing campaign would 
create problems, and might at this point not be the most 
intelligent activity of the Jewish community. 


AMERICAN JUDAISM is today a religion of the 
wealthy. If it were not for the numerous Orthodox con- 
gregations where a person can afford membership even on 
a weekly salary of less than $100, we would be cutting off 
from our rolls probably half the affiliated Jews of the 
United States. 

Reform Judaism has long been the religion of the 
wealthy. 

Conservative Judaism is now at exactly the same 
place. And neither have made any provision fcr the young 
Jewish worker. Even if dues were reduced, this would 
still be overlooking the basic problem, which is participa- 
tion in the congregation's affairs, which usually calls for 
costly outlays of money. 


WHAT IS MORE, if a Jew of modest means has all the 
knowledge and interest in things Jewish that fit him for 
leadership in the Jewish community, such positions will 
be denied him. We'd like to see the average income cf the 
congregation board member, or for that matter, of the 
board member of our federations and welfare funds. It 
certainly could be more than $25,000 and probably much 
mcre. 

Aside from this problem, a missionizing venture would 
bring up the question of whether the converts would be- 
come Reform, Conservative or Orthodox Jews. If the 
conrsion did not fulfill the commitments required by 
Orthodoxy, then the newcomers would not be permitted 
to marry Orthodox Jews or be buried in Orthodox ceme- 
teries, etc. 

The questions raised here and many others need to be 
clarified befcre a decision can be reached. 


THE REFORM MOVEMENT, when it scheduled the 
subject for discussion at its annual convention several 
years ago, went about the matter in the right way. 

What is required now is continued discussion and ex- 
ploration. 

Rabbi Gordis’ suggestion for convening a nation con- 
ference of religious leaders to study the question is certainly 
warranted. By this kind of discussion, the various pro 
and con arguments can be weighed intelligently. 

Chances are that more time will be needed before a 
decision can be reached. It may be that this is not the 
generation to embark on such a program. 

But in any event, it may not be too soon to be giving 
attention to the matter. 


REVOLUTION IN JEWISH LIFE 


IF THE HEADLINE in The POST and OPINION

But there is no instance where a Jewish organization 


hes dissolved, even though its work was completed, 
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LIKE EVERYONE else who seeks room 
in The POST and OPINIQN, we sometimes 
are cut off short too by the exigencies of 
space. 

So, several weeks ago in our piece here on 
the national conference of Israel Bonds in 
Washington, D. C., we had listed the “Women 


of Valor” in whose .honor, in fact, the con-° 


ference had been called. But when it came 
time to put the paper together, we found that 
we had been too long-winded. So off were 
lopped the following paragraphs, which we 
asked to have saved so that they could be 
printed at this time: 

Max Cohen and Mrs. Coken were there 
from Chicago, and we reminded Max of the 
evening we had dinner at his home some few 
years back for. the opening of the big gifts 
drive of the Combined Jewish Appeal. Ben 
Harris had taken me there to hear Edward

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Hebraic Civilization

A civilization has a style as well as a 
content. The cantent may better be con- 
sidered as its culture. The culture consists 
of the folkways, the values, the institutions 
which have sprung up in the community’s re- 
sponse to the challenge of its environment. 
' Because there are essential 
and basic factors in the in- 
terplay of a group and its 
environment, cultural an- 
thropologists like Malinow- 
ski and Mead and whole- 
sale historiographers like 
Spengler and Toynbee have 
been interested in describing 
the recurrent and common

elements in 
Rabbi Weinstein culture. 

THEY HAVE BEEN long on universals 
and short on particulars. They have, wit- 
tingly or not, left the impression that differ- 
ences are secondary and accidental, unique- 
ness generally a chauvinistic conceit. While 
personality in the individual is recognized and 
admired, personality in the group is dero- 
gated as the pretension of the local chronicler, 
the bias of nationalist historians. 

For all that, the reading of Sedra Mish- 
patim reveals a definite style in the civiliza- 
tion of Judaism. There was something which 
the Jewish mind did to its environment that 
was unique. And that uniqueness was some- 
thing more than a flair for individualistic 
packaging, more than colorful wrapping and 
ribbons on the same old sociological data. It 
was a question of temperament of mood, of 
tempo in so profound a sense as to constitute 
a basic difference in character, in moral 
stance, in ethical judgment. 

ALL ANCIENT peoples tolerated slavery 
or indentured service. The Hebrews limited 
that service to six years and inaugurated the 
colorful ceremony of. the boring of the ear 
with an awl for that servant who refused his 
freedom. 

Ancient peoples generally degraded the 
position of women, most especially concubines 
and conquered foreign women. The Hebrews 
insisted that every woman taken in marriage 
must be guaranteed her food, her raiment and 
her conjugal rights, 





Early peoples believed profoundly in the 
lex talionis, the eye for an eye. It was the 
grim bookkeeping of the ancient blood bank 
which could be violated only at dire punish- 
ment from the avenging spirits. The Jews 
early introduced monetary compensation for 
personal injuries inflicted under a wide range 
of commiserating circumstances. 

PRIMITIVE PEOPLES developed various 
patterns of work and rest, generally feverish 
work followed by artificially induced des 
baucheries. The Jews introduced the Sab- 
bath as a day of rest for man and beast and 


earth and sanctioned it as an imitation of 
Divinity. 
Early peoples were judged by sacred 


demi-god judges, guided either by rigid tabus 
or ad hoc rule of thumb standards. The Jews 
early insisted on meticulous standards for 
their judges and on laws protected from the 
vulgar passions of the mob. Consider these 
few lines from our text: 
“Thou shalt not follow the multitude 
to do evil . . . Neither shalt thou favor a 
poor man in his cause ... And thou shalt 
take no gift for a gift blindeth them that 
have sight.” 

TWENTY-SEVEN HUNDRED years ago, 
the peoples of the Near East considered the 
stranger fair game. They did not apologize 
for their dislike of the unlike. The Jew set 
firmly in his code book and repeated it 36 
times in the Pentateuch the law. “And a 
stranger shalt thou not oppress; for ye know 
the heart of the stranger, seeing ye were 
strangers in the land of Egypt.” ? 

In the face of this evidence, one who 
makes specious generalizations about ancient 
Judaism as being a typical patriarchal cul- 
ture, or a_ petrified offshoot of a Syriae 
Civilization, is an unrighteous witness who 
follows a multitude to do evil. 
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RABBI CRITICIZED FOR 
RAP AT CATHOLICS

I CANNOT refrain from com- 


menting upon Rabbi Louis M. 
Levitsky’s statement in his Tem- 
ple bulletin, excerpts of which 
appeared on the front page of 
the January 24 edition of your 
publication. I refer specifically to 
his criticism of the Catholic 
clergy. 

It is unfortunate that Rabbi 
Levitsky’s experience “with one 
Catholic leader” impels him to 
state categorically that “...a 
Catholic priest will not meet 
with anyone who he will be com- 
pelled by his presence to recog- 
nize as a teacher of religion.” 

I beg to differ with my worthy 
colleague, Throughout the many 
years I have devoted to the ac- 
tive rabbinate it has been my 
good fortune to be closely as- 
sociated with Catholic clergymen 
in all communal activities, not 
the least of which have been re- 
ligious. These relations have been 
open, dignifieqd and self-respect- 
ing. 

DURING MY ministry in 
Alexandria, Louisiana, I broke 
bread with the bishop of the 
Catholic diocese on a number of 
occasions in his home as well as 
in my apartment. This Catholic 
leader made it his busness to 
attend all the sessions of the an- 
nual institutes on Judaism for 
ministers, priests and rabbis, and 
to bring a number of associates 
with him. One day he left an 
important diocesan meeting in a 
community 120 miles away so 
that he would be in the temple 
on time to pronounce the invoca- 
tion at the opening session. 

The Catholic priest in Mar- 
tinsville has played a leading 
role in the organization and con- 
tinuing operation of the local 
chapter of the National Confer- 
ence of Christians and Jews. Due 
to his efforts the first human re- 
lations Seminar for Jewish, Cath- 
colic and Protestant high school 
students in our communiy was 
conducted this past November 
under the auspices of the NCCJ. 
As one of the three clergy co- 
chairmen of the loca] chapter, he 
js presently co-operating with a 
Protestant minister and myself 
in planning a rather unique 
Brotherhood Week observance

Orthodoxy Flexible, Meet Problems

WHEN RABBI Aaron H. 


Blumenthal speaks of Orthodoxy 
and its deficiencies, past and 
present, he leaves the impression 
that Orthodoxy has one point of 
view, that there are no shades 
of opinion within it, and that its 
opinion on every Jewish law and 
practice is exactly alike. Actu- 
ally, religious views within Or- 
thodoxy range from the very 
courageous liberal attitudes of 
the “maskilim” (of whom Rabbi 
Blumenthal would obviously ap- 
prove) al] the way to the most 
conservative religious attitude 
which admits for no leniencies of 
any sort (the mahmirim), of 
whom the Neturai Karta of 
Jerusalem are probably the most 
extreme example. 

It appears that the more tra- 
ditional of the Conservative rab- 
binate (those who still will NOT 
act outside the framework of the 
halaha) are unwilling to recog- 
nize that even with Orthodoxy is 
there room for the “creative in- 
terpretation of the halaha” as has 
been the case from time im- 
memorial. Must organizational or 
institutional loyalties be a blind- 
ing and divisive force? 


LET US instead paint the fol- 
lowing picture of today’s religi- 
ous conflicts. If Orthodoxy today 
is battling the excesses (outside 
the framework of halaha) intro- 
duced by Conservative and Re- 
form leadership, it is just as 
busy battling the rigidity and in- 
flexibility maintained by those 
within Orthodox ranks. If Ortho- 
doxy is harassed by the Con- 
servative and Reform left, it is 
also harassed by the Orthodox 
right. 

It is therefore quite unfair for 
Conservatism to present Ortho- 
doxy to the public as that philos- 
ophy which “fought against 
Western dress,” “against the 
shaving of one’s beard,” and “is 
fighting . . . against the equality 
of the rights of women.” On the 
former items, Orthodox Jewry

long ggo discovered the flexibil- 
ity of Jewish law in some mat- 
ters without the necessity of ac- 
tual violaion or abrogation of it. 

On the issue of mixed seating, 
Conservative spokesmen must 
know very well that equal rights 
for women is not the issue at all 
(though it is, I admit, a good 
propaganda point) but rather a 
halahiec question of morality in a 
place of “kedusha,” of*“kavana” 
in prayer, and of sanctified 
usage. This is quite unanimous 
among Orthodox rabbis despite 
the differences of opinion as to 
the severity of the law or the 
practice itself. 


SHOULD THE Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary itself be con- 
demned for practicing inequality 
between the sexes in its own 
synagogue chapel, or sha!] it be 
commended for at least main- 
taining the true tradition and the 
correct procedure to cite Ortho- 
doxy for “creating the illusion 


that Jewish law has _ never 
changed.” None but the most 
naive of Orthodox defenders 


would maintain such a position. 
Every Yeshiva bohur knows bet- 
ter. But he also knows the due 
process of law by which changes 
can be effected and by which 
legislation can be promulgated, 
a process that unfortunately is 
not being met by the non-Ortho- 
dox rabbinic decisions. 
OUTRIGHT abrogation and 
nullification was never employed 
in classical Judaism. It would 
have been and still is unthink- 
able to the faithful believer in 
Torah Misinai, that man should 
brazenly discard the word of G-d. 
Conservatism may have the 
courage Rabbi Blumenthal cred- 
its it with, but Orthodoxy feels 
very sincerely that Conservatism 
lacks the Torah scholarship, Tal- 
mudic brilliance, and _ personal 
piety required to enact major 
Jewish legislation, even of less 





drastic variety. I do not mean to 
infer thereby that every “mus- 
mah” or Orthodox rabbi ipso 
facto possesses these qualifica- 
tions. But Orthodoxy at least 
does not hesitate to defer to 
those scholars and sages—here 
and abroad—who by _ universal 
consent in the world of Jorah 
comprise the unofficial “supreme 
court” in Judaism today. Would 
Conservative spokesmen _ chal- 
lenge these “great” for their 
rightful place as the authorita- 
tive “judge in those days,” and 
usurp such title for themselves? 

What is needeg is a little more 
courage on the part of these 
sages of our generation (and on 
this point I agree), that too will 
come to pass. The situation can- 
not possibly be remedied by Con- 
servatism jumping the gun. It 
can only increase the _ tension 
and delay solution to the very 
many pressing problems, Impa- 
tience may be an understandable 
reaction not only by Conservative 
leaders—-but concern for Juda- 
ism demands patience with its 
halahic process and the human 
failings of those in whose hands 
it is entrusted, just as concern 
for democracy demand patience 
with its relative slowness and 
elaborateness of legislative pro- 
cedures before some progress 
can be made. 

Orthodoxy has begun and will 
continue to meet today’s prob- 
lems—perhaps not as rapidly as 
some would like, but head on, 
and without yielding on what 
Judaism considers sacred, holy 
and divine.
